WIFE OF LENINE'S AIDE 
ARRESTED IN BUFFALO 


With 16 Other Radicals, She 


Pleads Not Guilty of Crim- 


inal Anarchy 


Buffalo, Dec. 31. — The arrest of 


Mrs. 
(Dr.) Anna Relnstein, wife of 


Boris Relnstein, formerly a leader of 
Socialists here and for the last two 
years reported to be close 
In 
the 


councils of the Lenine-Trotzky regime 
In Russia, was one of the most Inter- 
esting developments here today in 
connection with the inquiry by the 
Lusk committee into the activities of 
alleged radicals. 


Mrs. Relnstein and 18 men were ar- 


raigned in police court on charges of 
criminal anarchy. 
All entered pleas 


of not guilty and will have hearings 
on Friday with 25 others arraigned on 
Tuesday. 


The Lusk committee completed Its 


hearing this afternoon and adjourned 
to meet at Ut:ca tomorrow. Most of 
the testimony heard during the day 
was from police officers and agents 
of the committee and related to the 
papers and documents seized in ^lon-' 
day night's raid on Communist head- 
quarters. 
From these Attorney Gen- 


eral Newton sought to show connec- 
tion between various revolutionary or- 
ganizations in this country and the 
guiding hand of the Russian Soviet 
government. 


The name of Miss Julia D. Pratt, an 


instructor in drawing in the public 
schools here, also figured in the testi- 
mony. Photographic copies of letters 
were •ubmitted to show that she had 
been in correspondence with the Rand 
School of Social Science, and the min- 
utes of the local Communist council 
for test October were introduced to 
show her alleged application for mem- 
bership. 


Mis* Pratt attended the committee 


hearing, but was not called ae a wit- 
ness. 
After adjournment, she went 


to the office 
of District Attorney 


Moore. On advice of her lawyer. Miss 
Pratt refused to answer questions re- 
garding her alleged connection with 
the Communists, but submitted a 
signed statement hi which she set 
forth that she was not a member of 
the Communist party, had never prac- 
ticed or preached its doctrines, and 
was against anarchy In all forms. 


No further action was taken by the 


district attorney In regard to Miss 
froln 1-Erait. She was cot arrested.

Authorities Seize Chem- 


icals and Several 


Empty Barrels 


SALOON ALSO RAIDED 


15 Gallon* of Liquor of Various 


Kinds Taken—Noted Au- 


thority Issues Warning 


New Tork, Dee. II.—United States 


Marshal Powers 
announced tonight 


that h» believed he had discovered 
the wood alcohol "whiskey" manu- 
facturing headquarters of John JRo- 
manelli, Brooklyn, 
undertaker, 
and 


Samuel Saleeby, Brooklyn druggist, 
held here In connection with the dis- 
tribution of poisoned liquor through- 
out New England. The place was a 
Brooklyn garage, he said. 


Chemicals used in the manufacture 


of liquor and perfumes, several empty 
barrels which "had contained wood al- 
cohol," and some burned sugar were 
seized by the federal authorities, the 
announcement said. Persons on the 
premises were taken to United States 
District Attorney BOBS' offices for ex- 
amination. 


Hen Worked Nights In Garage. 
Among other things found In the 


garage were a three-quart bottle la- 
belled "Medicated Alcohol, Poison, for 
External Use Only;" another bottle la- 
belled "Flavoring for Scotch Whis- 
ker," several bottles of oil of juniper 
berries, essence of-caramel, and de- 
natured alcohol. The raiders were 
told that men had been working In 
the garage every night recently from 
10 p. m. to 3 a, to., mixing and bot- 
tling the "whisker." which was dis- 
tributed from the place. 


Ijate today anoher raid was made 


on a Brooklyn saloon owned by Max 
Harris, and IS gallons of liquor of 
various kinds were seized. Harris was- 
arrested and held -to await the action 
of the federal grand jury. 


All wood alcohol is poisonous aud 


it does not possess a single property 
by which anyone except a chemist can 
distinguish It from ordinary grain al- 
cohol. This warning was Issued to* 
night by Dr. Reid Hunt, professor of 
pharmacology at the Harvard medical 
school, in a statement explaining1 the- 
dangers of the poison prepared at the 
request of the American Chemical so- 
ciety. 


leave It Alone Is Best Course. 
The only "safe course to pursue" 


since the sale of genuine alcoholic 
beverages is illegal, he added, is to re- 
frain from drinking "anything pur- 
porting to be such a beverage." 


"Poisonousness is an inherent qual- 


ity of wood alcohol," continued Dr. 
Hunt, who is a noted authority on al- 
cohol and its effects. "It is Impossible 
to prepare non-poisonous wood alco- 
hol." 


The professor said that individuals 


vary considerably in "their suscepti- 
bility to wood alcohol;" some die or 
become blind from amounts seeming 
to do no harm to others. 
A half a 


glassful, he added, generally caused 
the death of the drinker or perma- 
nently blinded him.

whereby all employes will be enabled 
to purchase certificates of Investment 
In the company, guaranteed to return 
six per cent a year, and a distribution 
of bonuses that win total between II,- 
000,000 and 
110,000,000, 
was 
an- 


nounced today 
by the 
Ford Motor 


company. 


Approximately 90,000 employes of 


the Fort Motor company and other 
interests of Henry Ford and hl» son 
Edsel, it 1» added, will be eligible to 
participate. 
In a statement accom- 


panying details of the new policy. It 
is announced that the two steps out- 
lined constitute "only a beginning," 
and that "other plans for enlarging 
the income and increasing tha pur- 
chasing power of the dollar of our 
employes are under consideration." 


The amount of the bonuses, which 


will b« in addition to the distribution 
of profits under the original profit- 
sharing plan, will be based on an em- 
ployes' dally wage and length of serv- 
ice. They will range from $50 in the 
case of a worker in the company's 
service for three months and receiv- 
ing the minimum wage of $6 a day, 
to J270 In the case of the worker 
with five years of service, and receiv- 
ing a wage of |10.80 a day. 
Salaried 


employes receiving more than $250 
a month will participate proportion- 
ately, on the basis of the length and 
value of service. 


The certificates of investment will 


be issued In denominations of $100, 
$$00 and 11,000, and are to be non- 


and non-asairnabl*. They 


will b* restricted to employes In. the 
actual and active service of the com- 
pany 


The investment certificates are to 


be purchased only with wages receiv- 
ed from the company, or with the 
bonuses received; not more than one- 
third of the employe's wages may be 
thus invested.

In th« beginning at least, only meir 


if wide reputation from a few of the

even to the point of admission of great 
urists from late enemy states, pro- 
vided their governments have adhered 
meantime to the league. The purpose 
is to name such members of the com- 
mittee not with reference to their na- 
tionality but solely upon the basis of 
reputation as great international law- 
yers and Judges, which would make it 
possible to include some Latin-Ameri- 
can names, regardless of the political, 
importance of their nations. 


Mr. Root's name has been favorably 


considered in the selection of these 
managers in full recognition of the 
fact that the United States has not yet 
finally approved the peace treaty. The 
reason is to be found In the unremit- 
ting efforts of the former secretary 
of state to brinp such a tribunal as 
the international court into existence, 
beginning when he was premier of 
President Roosevelt's cabinet, through 
he American Society of International 
Law. he has urged the project, and it 
Is stated that ir the negotiations in 
London accompanying the ultimately 
'utile attempts to organize an inter- 
national prize court, former Secretary 
Root very nearly succeeded in trans- 
forming tha. limited tribunal into a 
real court for th1 adjudication of near- 
ly all issues between nations that 
might threaten to involve thim In war.

The names of the appointees will be 
submitted by Mayor Ceperley at the 
meeting of the 'Common Council, to 
lie held next Tuesday evening. 


Frank C. Huntington, who assumes 


office as city judge this morning, is 
a. son of Surrogate Shirley L. Hunt- 
ingto'i, and a graduate of the Oneonta 
Normal school, class of 1909, and of 
Weslejan university, class of 1913. He 
studied law in the offices of Owen C. 
Becker esq. and was admitted to the 
bar on July 2, 1917, at a special term 
of the appellate division of the su- 
preme court in Albany. 
During the 


war he was in seivlco for over a year 
at Camp Mill?, and was discharged 
with rank o£ hospital 
sergeant In 


April last, receiving a little later his 
commission as 1st lieutenant, a ranlc 
for which he had been recommended 
prior to the signing of the armistice. 
On his return to Oneonta he resumed

The 
most striking Is that of Private Joseph 
Oltlahorabl, a fnll-blood Choctaw, com- 
pany D, One Hundred and Forty-flrst 
Infantry. Bismarck, Oklahoma. His ci- 
tation reads as follows: 


"Under a violent barrage, Private 


Oklahombl dashed to the' attack of an 
enemy position, covering abtst 210 
yards through barbed-wire entangle- 
ment-i. He rushed on machine gnn 
nests, capturing 171 prisoners. Ha 
stormed a strongly held position con- 
taining more than 50 machine guns and 
a number of trench mortars. Turned 
tbe captured guns on the enemy and 
held the position four days In spite ot 
a constant barrage of large projectiles 
and of gas shells. Crossed No Man'l 
land many times to get Information 
concerning the enemy, and to assist hit 
wounded comrades." 


Progress in Education. 


Satisfactory progress la being made 


lu the matter of education. The policy 
of. encouraging Indian children to 
attend the state public schools, tbe fed- 
eral government paying the tuition 
therefor. Is growing in favor. 
Any 


prejudice on the part of white mem- 
bers of the schools against the Indian 
Is rapidly disappearing. 
The educa- 


tional program that Is now under 
way Is to provide for Indian children's 
attendance at public schools wherever 
the facilities are available and main- 
tain special reservation schools only 
where tbe facilities are not adequate. 


Industrial education is receiving 


large attention, an Impetus having been 
given it by the war. According to the 
reports of various superintendents, the 
Indian soldiers have returned with a 
greater self-confidence, an ambition to 
engage In useful occupations and a 
desire to fulfill the obligations to 
country by living up to all the require- 
ments of citizenship. Agriculture is- 
being encouraged and trade schools es- 
tablished. 
Health condition* are re- 


ported satisfactorily Improved, with 
tbe exception of the Inroads made by 
the Influenza.
